Officers 
with the Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department are assisting in the

Kleinert’s of Alabama, with 
headquarters in Elba has announced 
a major lay-off of employees, 
mostly sewing machine operators, 
even though some related positions 
are also involved, All companies 
employees Were notified of the 
action in a prepared memo dated 
November 4, 1999, 

The memo to employees indicat- 
ed the company would (1) stop pro 
ducing separates Elba. This 
should impact on about 50 people, 
according to some production 
employees.(2) reduce Elba Knit Set 
production (3) reduce blanket 
Sleeper production (4+) reduce the 
Cutting Department volume of sup- 
port. 

No change ts expected in Shield 
production and Sereen Print depart- 
ments. The Embroidery Department 
could possibly see a second shift 
after the first of the year and ship 
ping department should see some 
increase employment after the first 
of the year, due to the Buster 
Brown business 


Vice President and Plant Manag- 
er Pinckney Sims said in conversa- 
tion with this newspaper that after 
the major layoff last year, many of 
those people were given a chance to 
return and be cross trained for new 
positions as the company continued 
to grow. He then issued the follow 
ing prepared statement to The Elba 
Clipper: 

“Kleinert’s has manufactured 
children’s apparel for thirty years in 
its Elba, Ala. facility. During the 
past few years, we have seen a sub- 
stantial attrition in the Elba, Ala, 
work force and have been unable to 
replace this attrition with enough 
qualified employees. 

This attrition along with the fact 
that our competitors have eliminat 
ed their domestic sewing base. has 
forced Kleinert’s to move sewing 
jobs offshore while keeping as 
many sewing jobs as possible in 
Elba in view of the light labor mia 
ket in the surrounding area. 

However, due to continued cus- 
tomer demands for lower costs, 
Kleinert’s plans to move more of its 
sewing production from Elba to off- 
shore locations which will result in 


a layoff of some sewing machine 
operators and related packing 
employees, 

With Kieinert’s recent acquisition 
of Buster Brown and the consolida- 
tion of those business activities in 
Elba, we expect new jobs to be cre- 
ated early next year in Shipping and 
Warehousing, Customer Service, 
CIC: 

These new jobs along with nor- 
mal turnover will result in the 
placement of a substantial number 
of those employees placed on layoff 
status. The net result should be a 
decrease of approximately 100 
jobs. It is Kleinert’s intention to 
maintain a full time work force at 
its Elba facility of between 400 to 
500 employees. 

Additionally, an early retirement 
package will be offered to eligible 
employees,

Enterprise Division grand jury recommend 
charges against Lampton be dropped

A Coffee County-Enterprise 
Division grand jury which had been 
called into another regular session 
last week reconsidered the charges 
against Anthony Darell Lampton, 
21. of Enterprise. 

The grand jury, in an earlier ses- 
sion. had indicted Lampton on a 
capital murder charge in connection 
with the death of Traiveon 
Rayshawn Griffin, a four-month- 
old infant that was found dead on 
the morning of August 22, 1999. 

Lampton’s arrest came as a result 
of an investigation into the child’s 
death by Coroner Tim Whitehead. 
The child had been taken to a local 
hospital where it was determined 
that the child had died from suffo- 
sation. An autopsy performed later 
by the pathologist with Department 
of Forensic Science confirmed that 
finding. 

According to reports, the accused 
was the boyfriend of the child’s 
juvenile mother and the prelimi- 
nary investigation into the infant's 
death pointed in his direction. 
Lampton was arrested on August 
23 and placed in the Coffee County 
Jail where he was being held with- 
mut bail 


ered indicating the infant’s death 
could be classified as SIDS (Sud 
den Infant Death Syndrome), In 
addition, a month after the incident, 
Lampton was given a polygraph 
test which he passed and he was 
allowed to be bonded out of jail 

The items of evidence and poly 
graph results prompted District 
Attorney Mark Fuller to re-present 
the matter to the grand jury. After 
hearing the new evidence, the 
grand jury issued a written direc 
tive recommending that all charges 
against Lampton be dismissed. It 
was further requested that the 
investigation continue to either 
completely rule out foul play or to 
discover evidence, If any exists. 
and present it to a future grand jury 

The directive applauded the 
efforts of law enforcement in both 
the original investigation and the 
continuing investigation, 

District Attorney Fuller has tiled 
a motion in the Circuit Court of 
Coffee County-Enterprise Division 
to nolle prosequi the pending 
charge of capital murder against 
Lampton. In his motion, the Dis 
trict Attorney stated that additional 
evidence indicating Lampton may 
not be responsible for the death ot 
infant Griffin, and the written rec

Several commissioners noted that

The Coffee County Emergency

die in holiday traffic crashes 


With additional tratfic expected 
during the Thanksgiving holiday 
Alabama State Troopers are asking 
all motorists to help ensure safe 
travel by buckling up, avoiding 
drinking and driving, and obeying 
all tratfic laws 

Phe Alabama Department of 
Public Safety estimates that 18 peo 
ple may die in traffic crashes in 
Alabama during the 102-hour pert 
od, which starts at 6 p.m. Wednes 
day, Noy. 24, and continues until 
midnight Sunday, Noy. 28 

Last year 8 people died in tratfic 
crashes during the Thanksgiving 
holiday period, At least 3 of the 
deaths were alcohol related, Only 3 
of the crash victims Were using 
safety belts 

Federal overtime grants will 
allow for extra state troopers to 
patrol the state’s roadways through 
out the holiday period. Troopers 
will concentrate patrols on inter 
States and other heavily traveled 
roadways, and will emphasize 
enforcement of speed limit, DUI 
safety belt, and child restraint laws 

During driver license and safety 


en] 


checkpoints, troopers will distribute 
flyers to remind motorists that 
enforcement of the primary safety 
belt law begins December 10, The 
new law allows officers to ticket 
motorists for failure to buckle up 
without first citing them for another 
traffic offense. Failure of front seat 
occupants to buckle up carries a 
$25 fine 

Alabama's child restraint law 
requires a child safety seat for chil- 
dren through age three in front and 
back seats. Children ages four and 
five must be secured in a child satfe- 
ty seat or a regular safety belt. 

“If Alabamians buckled up every 
time they got in their vehicles, 
many lives could be saved and seri- 
ous injuries prevented,” said Col, 
James H, Alexander, Public Safety 
director. “I urge all motorists to use 
safety belts and child restraints dur 
ing every trip, every day of the 
year.”

The Elba City Council spent most 
of the Monday night meeting in 
executive session at the request of 
Elba police officer L. C. Cook. 

Mr. Cook is the senior officer on 
the Elba department, having served 
the department longer than any 
other officer. He may in fact have 
more time with the Elba department 
than any two police officers com- 
bined. The only employee of the 
department who rivals him in time 
is dispatcher Joyce Skinner.
